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Private vs. Public Conti acfs on Sfreef Work. 


There seems to be no gcnd reas'c n, so far as the general public is 


concerned, why contracting firms should drag along on private con- 
tract work, while public conti act woi k is executed expeditiously. The 
fact of the matter ig, however, th'at few contractors care to take the 
chance of invalidating their assessments on public contract work; 
they are therefore much more 'care ajl in the execution of the pre- 
liminaries and details tharf^on 'private work. 


The State law gives prooerty'owners the right to pave the road- 


way in front of their property by private contract, after permission is 
granted by the City Council. A lajfr« number of property owners in- 
sist upon this right, even after the work has been advertised publicly 
by the city. 
Doubtless they are led to believe that there will be a 


considerable saving if the work be performed under a private con- 
tract. This, however, is not some out by facts. 


The records of bids rec< ived bj the City Council on public con- 


tracts show that in nearly every nstance during the past several 
years the prices quoted for asphalt and similar pavements have been 
from two to five cents per square -oot lower than the prices signed 
up privately. Curbing, guttering, g ading, etc., have also been lower 
on public contract work. 


True, there is sometimes i small amount saved in advertising, but as 


a rule very few streets are : igned i p privately until after the resolu- 
tion of intention and notice of street work have been published, and 
in consequence these must bc_ paid fur by the contractor before he can 
get his permission from the City Co incil to perform the wortf; there- 
fore, the cost of advertising comes cut of the pockets of the property 
owner, whether he signs privately cr allows the work to go through 
publicly. If private contract work i.< to be carried on in the desultory 
manner that the work on Webster slreet was executed during the past 
year, and if prices are to remain higher than prices for the same 
work under a public contract, it is time for the city to step in and 
order all street work let in the opei market through public competi- 
tive bids.

HOBS Morgan opened the subject of the 
franchise and expressed the belief that 
the city was giving the railroad more 
than It was receiving: in return

plained that the Seventh-street road was 
divided into three different franchises 
and stated that the railroad paid an 
amount which was equal to $16 50 per 
foot for the first franchise 
At this a\er- 
agre he stated that the present franchise 
oueht to be worth at least $100 000 He 
suggested that all -action on the fran- | 
chine be postponed by the city council 
until after the new charter was In force 
tand then that a franchise be granted 
which would be In accordance -with that 
charter
